Board of Selectmen discuss 
unaccepted ways

TEWKSBURY — At their 
meeting Monday night, the 
Board of Selectmen heard 
from Town Engineer Paul 
Alunni, Town Counsel K. P. 
Law’s Shirin Everett, and 
DPW Operations Manager 
Jamie Magaldi on the 

‘state of the town’s unac- 
_cepted ways. 

Alunni opened by defin- 
ing an unaccepted way as 
any road, way, or street 
open for public use but not 
owned or controlled by the 
town. He reported that the 
town has 200 unaccepted 
ways out of 500 ways total. 

“Addressing this could be 
a benefit to the whole com- 
munity,” he said. 

He explained that the 
town legally can’t use pub- 
lic funds for construction 
or repair of non-public 


unaccepted ways. If these 
were made public ways, 
the town could fund con- 
struction with state funds. 
However, the town still is 
able to provide services 
like plowing snow and 
small road fixes. 

The general process for 
acceptance includes prep- 
ping plans and legal docu- 
ments, motion by the Board 
of Selectmen, Planning 
Board review and recom- 
mendations, a Board of 
Selectmen public hearing, 
Town Meeting vote, and 
acquiring land right con- 
veyances. 

One major requirement 
that keeps these streets 
unaccepted is that there 
are standards the street 
must reach before it can be 
brought before Town Meet- 
ing for a vote. This, Alunni 
said, is to entice the 2/3 
vote required for accepting 


ed costs which the resi- 
dents have to meet before 
the process even begins. 
Alunni provided some cost 
estimates for all of the 
town’s unaccepted ways, 
which are at various lev- 
els of prepared, from poor 
to no change necessary. 

In the current practice, 
he said that residents are 
referred to betterment pro- 
grams to help finance im- 
provements required be- 
fore the road can be ac- 
cepted. The example that 
he gave had an estimate ‘of 
$275,000 which would have 
cost each resident on the 
street $28,000. 

“Most requests fall apart 
when they see the total 
cost.” 

This is one reason that 
Alunni wants to see the 
current practice modified. 

In considering new prac- 
tices, Alunni reviewed the 


its own for addressing this 
issue. Another. town she 
mentioned was Salisbury, 
where the assessor helps 
to prepare plans and get 
the process started for 
residents. In Leominster, 
she sees 5-6 unaccepted 
roads approved per year. 
However, she said there 
are other towns similar to 
Wilmington that only al- 
low temporary repairs on 
these streets or that. only 
approve 2-3 per year. 

Greg Bendel asked whe- 
ther the estimated pre- 
acceptance costs were 
available for residents. 
Alunni said that the inven- 
tory was part of the public 
record, although the num- 
bers were from 2019. 

He went on to ask whe- 
ther these votes tend to 
fail at Town Meeting.

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Hiking the Huntington 
Ravine Trail at Mt. Washington

New Hampshire’s Mt. 
Washington has many 
ways to reach the summit, 
and on this hike, the Hun- 
tington Ravine Trail was 
the choice for the group. 
Known as the most diffi- 
cult and treacherous of all 
the trails in the White 
Mountains, guides do not 
recommend this journey 
for the novice hiker. Plan 
for at least 4-5 hours of hik- 
ing to reach the summit. 

Setting out on a hike up 
Mount Washington is not 
something to be taken 
lightly. Hikers should regis- 
ter at the base of the moun- 
tain and have a plan. It is 
critical to carry enough 
water, food, layers of cloth- 
ing,.a map, and have a cell 
phone and backup battery 
on hand. 

Make sure someone 
knows where you are going. 
A retreat strategy is also 


necessary for a trail such: 


as Huntington. In fact, this 
trail is only recommended 
for an ascent to the sum- 
mit; it is too dangerous to 


use as a way back down. 

Departure is from the 
Pinkham Notch Visitor 
Center as early as possible 
in the morning, to give 
maximum daylight. Hikers 
start on the Tuckerman 
Ravine Trail where it will 
eventually branch to Hun- 
tington Ravine Trail. . 

A sign at the start of the 
trail asks — “Are you sure 
you want to hike Hunting- 
ton Ravine Trail to the sum- 
mit?” — pointing out the 
dangers that lie ahead as 
you cannot turn back once 
you reach the open rock 
face. 

The trail the group hiked 
was 9.5 miles roundtrip, 
ascending via the Hun- 
tington Ravine Trail and 
Nelson Craig Trail to the 
Mount Washington Sum- 
mit, and returning via the 
Lion Head Trail and Tuc- 
kerman Ravine Trail back 
to the visitor center. Pas- 
sing over streams and 
rushing water, good foot- 
wear is essential.

For this reason, 
hikers must carefully as- 
sess the weather and light 
conditions at the Fan be- 
fore proceeding forward 
as retreat is impossible. 

To reach the rock face, 
hikers must scramble over 
(and in some cases under) 
many hundreds of yards of 
massive boulders that 
make up the “Fan.” Then 
the real fun begins as hik- 
ers cat-walk across sever- 
al huge exposed rock 
slabs, where maintaining 
three points of contact is 
an absolute necessity; a 
fall would be life changing. 

Once across the slabs, the 
remainder of the hike is 
again climbing over, under,

and around big boulders 
and rock formations. Fi- 
nally, the top of the ravine 
is reached at the crossing 
with the Alpine Garden 
Trail. 

The flowers on the Al- 
pine Garden Trail are in 
bloom in mid- to late-June 
and early July.

diapensia, Lapland rose- 
bay, and alpine azalea are 
all found here and are pro- 
tected by the National 
Forest Service.

BOSTON — The Pan- 
Mass Challenge (PMC), 
the two-day bikeathon

out at the right time.” 

Turner explained that 
things were out of order 
all the way to kick-off. 

“The bus showed up late, 
the only time all year that 
has happened and (then 
we were in a lot of traf- 
fic).

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‘Eternals’ has a lot of firsts but way too much else

the opening crawl line: "In 77 


the beginning..." That's right, 


e a 
the film actually swipes lan- 


guage from the Book of Gen- 
esis. The Marvel Cinematic 
Universe just got biblical. 

The reach sort of fits, in a 
way: "Eternals" isn't just an- 
other origin story for a clutch 
of new superheroes but the 
creation myth for the entire 
Marvel universe itself. The 
film spans from 5,000 B.C. to 
present day and describes 
god-like, gigantic beings 
shaping the galaxies. One al- 
most longs for the good old 
days when a Marvel movie's 
biggest drama was hoping 
Spider-Man could stop Doctor 
Octopus from wrecking New 
York. 

It all starts simply enough. 
Directed by Academy Award- 
winner Chloé Zhao, "Eter- 
nals" introduces 10 members 
of a race of immortal beings 
who have spent 7,000 years on 
Earth defending it from ri- 
vals known as Deviants, who 
look alot like the beasts from 
"Aliens" on steroids. 

The film jumps back and 
forward in time to key mo- 
ments in human history — 
Mesopotamia in 5000 B.C., 
Babylon in 575, Tenochtitlan 
in 1521 and Nagasaki in 1945, 
among them. The Eternals 
watch warily from the side- 
lines as violence reigns, for- 
bidden to interfere, helped 
along with a soundtrack of 
clever songs that includes 
Pink Floyd's "Time" and For- 
eigner's "Feels Like the First 
Time." 

Marvel has reached deep 
into its archives for this film 
— the 26th film in the uni- 
verse, after all — but has to 
be applauded for its inclusion. 
Four of the Eternals are 
white, three are Asian — one 
is the first Asian American 
woman protagonist — two are 
Black, and one is Latina. One 
is gay and one is deaf. 

There's more: "Eternals" 
contains the first gay kiss in 
the Marvel film universe, a 
kiss between superheroes and 
— remarkably quickly there- 
after — the first superhero 
sex. It's a pity all these firsts 
have taken so long and are 
now crammed into an ar- 
guably third-tier bunch of 
characters. 

They are: Sersi (Gemma 
Chan), who can transmute 
matter; Ikaris (Richard Mad- 
den), with the gift of flight 
and laser eyes; Kingo (Ku- 
mail Nanjiani), who shoots 
energy blasts from his hands;

trapped in a tween's body. 

There's also Phastos 
(Brian Tyree Henry), a su- 
perhuman inventor; Makkari 
(Lauren Ridloff), who has 
super speed; Druig (Barry 
Keoghan), with mind control 
powers; Gilgamesh (Don 
Lee) with super punching 
strength, and Thena (An- 
gelina Jolie); who can sum- 
mon weapons from thin air. 
Leading the bunch is Ajak 
(Salma Hayek), a sort of 
Den Mother to the others 
who possesses healing pow- 
ers. 

Their names — especially 
Gilgamesh, Thena and 
Ikaris — resemble names 
from ancient myths and the 
film thrillingly hints that 
they may be the real figures 
behind our ancient legends. 

Eventually, each Eternal 
goes their own separate way. 
One goes to a run-down 
South Dakota farmhouse, a 
pair end up on a dusty spot 
in Australia, another teaches 
history in London. Nanjiani's 
Kingo becomes a vain Bolly- 
wood star who explains away 
his lack of aging by hiding in 
a false lineage of actors. 

A new wave of Deviant at- 
tacks prompts the band back 
together and reveals some 
love triangles and unre- 
solved issues. (Even eternal 
aliens need to talk stuff out.) 
In a running gag, each time 
an Eternal reunites with an- 
other, they explain them to 
the humans in their lives as 
"friends from college." 


The final third of the film 
— and with a 157-minute run 
time, "Eternals" feels some- 
times eternal — elevates all 
the Earth-based stuff into 
another dimension with the 
re-introduction of the Celes- 
tials, which first appeared in 
"Guardians of the Galaxy." 
These are massive cosmic 
beings looking like giant toy 
robots that consider humans 
and Eternals mere play- 
things and have a hidden 
agenda. 

Zhao, whose film "No- 
madland" was everything 
this is not — spare, naturalis- 
tic, moody — struggles with 
so much going on. The fight 
scenes are repetitive and the 
dialogue often stilted ("When 
you love something, you 
must protect it," one Eternal 
says). The use of tendrils of 
light connecting the super- 
heroes is impressive and the 
special effects at the end are 
truly mind-blowing, but the 
film is mostly saved by Nan- 
jiani, whose humor and de- 
livery makes him seem like 
he's in another movie.
